McClellan, o ccupied Yo rkto wn and estab­ 
lished his headquarters near there. 
He sent 
his cavalry , with artillery , under Sto neman, 
May 4, to pursue Jo hnsto n. 
Sto neman 
caug ht up with Stuart's cavalry near the 
Halfway ho use. 
Here was a line o f Co n­ 
federate wo nks waiting fo r him. 
In fro nt o f 
him was a large redo ubt o f earthwo rks called 
Fo rt Magruder. 
There was so me skirmish­ 
ing, then Sto neman retreated to wait the ar­ 
rival, o f infantry to co -o perate with him. 
As 
he did so he left his o wn canno n behind liiiu, 
tnglo rio usly stuck in the mud. 
May 4 Ho o ker had march« ! with the in­ 
fantry by a sho rter ro ad o n the right to jo in 
Sto neman. 
Gen. AY. F. Smith fo llo wed by 
the Lee's Mill ro ad o n the left. 
After him 
mo ved Co uch's and Casey ’s divisio ns. 
Kear­ 
ney 's fo llo wed Ho o ker o n the right. Sum- 
uer's co rps fo llo wed nex t day . 
Franklin's 
and Fitz Jo hn Po rter’s divisio ns were to be 
sent up the Yo rk river fro m Yo rkto wn by 
water. Gen. McClellan stay ed till the last at 
Yo rkto wn. 
The Federal tro o ps engaged in the fight at 
Williamsburg were Ho o ker’s and Smith’s di­ 
visio ns and Kearney ’s divisio ns, besides part 
o f Co uch’s. On the Co nfederate side Lo ng- 
street co mmanded. 
Ho o ker fulfilled his o rders to the letter. At 
day break, May 5, he came in sight o f AYfi- 
liamsburg. 
Kno wing 
fbafc plenty o f re- 
enfo rcements were behind him, he attacked 
a t once with his 9,000 men. 
All the while the 
plan o f the Co nfederates was to retreat 
ilowly to ward Richmo nd, keeping a stro ng 
rear guard back o f them till they co uld place

Hooker, fig hting hotly at the front, *ent re­ 
peatedly to the commanding oftirer for help 
Rut the simple fact 1* there wax no coin 
mantling officer. A conflict of authority 
arc« l» etween Sumner and Heinfzelm.in. wli<> 
disliked each other. 
So nothing wa« done t*> 
relieve Hooker 
Still the rain fell, a* it had been doing foi 
a month. 
Artillery wheels sank to the eentei 
in the mud, but “ Fig hting Joe Hooker” kept 
until nig ht on the g round that had i*e**n 
abandoned. 
Not pay ing any attention to Honker, « vbo 
was fig hting on the Federal left. Sumner de­ 
cided to make a movement on the rig ht 
A 
Confederate redoubt on Cub Dam 
creek, east 
of 
Fort Mug ruder, was reported empty . 
Sumner ordered Gen Winfield 
S co tt Han­ 
cock to g o and take possession of it 
He did 
so, and likewise took possession of another 
earthwork in advance of i t 
He wished to 
take a third one. still nearer Fort Mag ruder, 
and repeatedly sent for reinforcements to 
enable him to do so. 
Sumner twice ordered 
them to g o to his aid urel twice counter­ 
manded the order. 
Hancock sent ag ain ur­ 
g ently , and that time Sumner o rdered him to 
fall back. 
Thus Hancock g ot no more sup- 
l>ort than Hooker did. 
It seemed, somehow, 
to l*> n battle without a head. 
Hancock was extremely loath to ol>cy such 
an order, knowing the advantag e that mig ht 
be g ained. 
Ho determine» ! to obey as slowly 
as possible. 
Meantime the enemy pounsl in 
upon him. He beg an retreating slowly before 
them. Suddenly he turned on them and opened 
a terrific musket fire. 
As the smoke from 
that cleared away somewhat be shouted to 
his meat “Now, g entlemen, the bay onet.’’ 
His soldiers mad© 
a tremendous bay onet 
charg e. That decided the day . The Confed­ 
erate» broke and fled. They lost on thut |>art 
of the l>attlefleld alone 500. 
“Hancock was 
superb,” Gen. McClellan teleg raphed next 
day . 
So Hooker and Kearney on the left and 
Hancock <ra the rig ht saved the day at Wil­ 
liamsburg May 5, 1802. 
But the Confederates g ot off and continued 
their retreat toward Richmond, just a« they 
had intended. 
Next day the pursuing army 
captured a few of their g uns, which bad 
mired in the mud and been abandoned. 
That, with some stray prisoners, was the sum 
total of the Federal spoils of war after this 
battle. The Union force« lost 2,228 in killed 
and wounded, the Confederates 1,500. 
Gen. McClellan was not on the field till near 
5 o’clock in the afternoon. 
He was at York­ 
town superintending the removal of the 
forces that were to g o up the York by water. 
Word was sent t< > him at I o'clock that the 
battle was on, and hotly , and urg ing him to 
g o to the front. 
He answered simply , “I 
think they can take care of thut little matter.” 
In his book—McClellan's own look—he savs: 
“Could I have arrived at I o’clock, it is very 
certain that Smith, supported by Couch and 
afterward by Casey , would at once have de­ 
bouched from Him cock's g round and have cut 
off the retreat of the g reater part or the 
troops eng ag ed ag ainst Hooker.”

The Famunkcy wa» the south branch of the 
York. The Chickahominy lay between the 
Federal army and Richmond, just as Gen 
Johnston meant it should. 
In a war map of 
the situation before Richmond, published at 
that time day after day in on« of tin* leading 
newsjM» j**rs of tb<* United State« , the Chick/» 
hominy river does not appear at all. Tin 
newspaper corre*[*>ndent» with McClellan’s 
mrtuy evidently did not know there wa* such 
a stream. They found It out before the sum 
mer was over. 
After Williamsburg McClellan reported 
that he had only 80,0fK> men. 
In response to 
hi« urg ent demand for more troop» , Mc- 
DowcilVcorps of 41,00b men wa« ordered to 
g o to him by way of Fredericksburg .

The historic Chickahominy is a fork of the 
Janies, which rises to the northwest of Rich­ 
mond, flows southeasterly , and empties into 
the river about half way between Richmond 
and its mouth. North of Richmond it flows 
nearly east and west. 
Meantime, early in May , Norfolk had been 
abandoned by the Confederates. Gen. Hug er, 
who held it with 15,000 men, was ordered to 
the defense of Richmond. That left the 
James open to Federal g unboats well up to ­ 
ward Richmond. 
McClellan's army advanced throug h the 
mud and rain to the bank of the Chick­ 
ahominy . 
Key es' and Heintzeluian’s coq js 
crossed it with one brig ade. 
Kearney was 
on the west, at Savag e station. 
Hooker’* 
division of Heintzelman’s corps was stationed 
to the southward to g uard White Oak Swamp 
bridg e. 
Sumner's. Franklin’s and Fitz John 
Porter's corj« remained on the left or north­ 
ern bank of the Chickahominy , with McClel­ 
lan’s headq uarters at Gaines’ Mill 
Key es’ 
corps was only five miles from Richmond, and 
hx>k position at Seven Pines, 
In Richmond 
there was consternation. A niece of Mr. 
Davis wrote to her mother: 
“Uncle Jeff thinks we had better g o t/» a 
safer place than Richmond. He is miserable. 
I fear lie cannot live long if he does not g et 
some rest and » juict,” 
In this state of mind, Mr. Davis joined 
Church. 
His niece writes: “Uncle Jeff was 
confirmed last Tuesday in 8t. Paul's church. 
He was buptized in the morning before 
church,” 
It was expected that McClellan would take 
Richmond sjjeedily , ami the Confederate 
g overnment made preparations to leave it.
